à man from Gods. tudgements. The 


plagues of Egypt were vpon Phara- 


oh, as well as vpon the people. And 
therefoꝛe kings and M ꝛinces, and the 
honozable and renowmed perfonages 
ol the woꝛld, muſt not flatter them 
ſelues, noꝛ ſuffer the pompe of woꝛld 
to deceiue them: fo2 whether their ho⸗ 


nour and dignity conſiſt in authoa(y, 


02 in wealth and riches, oꝛ in the vo⸗ 
luptuouſnes and pleaſare of life, none 
ol theſe can free them from GOD 
| iudgements: Nay, if we marke the 
pꝛostedings of God in the execution oi 
his iudgements, we ſhall often ſee, that 
the mẽ in chieleſt place, do ſoncſt tale 
ok his iudgements.

the Loꝛd ſpeakes by the Prophet Eze· 
chiel, that the child ſhall not beare the 
fathers ſin, it is true alſo that the Loꝛd 
himſelft ſpraketh in the ſetond Com 
mandement, He will viſit the ſinne 
of the fathers vpon the children: So 
that ifa wicked and vngodly man be-

that ſpovle them. The poze, ſaith D. 
Auguſtine,are Gods barnes,in which 


we ſhall not finde that heauenly trea- 
ſure ofcuerlaſting life in the woꝛld to 
come, 

Many and fearcfull are the plagues 
which are th2eatned againſt thoſe 
which deale vnmercifully with the 
poꝛe. Their papers are abommable; 
the Loꝛd will not heare them, though 
they try vnto him in the bitterneſſe of

If God lay theſe 
things vpon them, they wil be infoꝛced

be heard. Diues is a notable pꝛeſl⸗ 
dent toall thoſe that are dogged and 
hard-hearted towards the poꝛe; he 
cryed not in —.— wozld, he had his 
pleaſure, as many moze rich men 
haue: but foz all that, the — of 
Salomon pꝛoued true vpon hun; fo2 
though he cryed not in this wozld, yet 
he cryedinhell, J am tozmented in 
this flame. But was he heard  A- 
las, no, he could not haue ſo much as 
a dꝛop of cold water graunted him. 
This therefoze is one plague, and a 
fearcfull one alſo, which ſhall happen 
to all vnmercpfull, cruell and vncha⸗ 
ritable perſens: They ſhall cry, and 
not be heard. 

The ſecond miſery, that ſhall befall 
thoſe that do not iregthen the hand of 
the poꝛe, noꝛ ſucco2 them in their mis 
ſerpes, is, they ſhall not inioy yy things 
which they chiefly deſire to iniop, 


their 
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their pꝛeſent hope ſhal be fruſtrate, and

when they think theſelues to be the ſu- 
reſt of their wiſhed deſires, euen then 
ſhal they be depziued of al their hopes, 
and ſhall neuer ſe the fruites of their 


labours. Thisdoth the Loꝛd thꝛeaten 


by the Pꝛophet, Foraimucli, he ſayth, 


| as your treading. is vpon the poore, 


ye haue built houſes of hewne ſtone, 
but yee ſhall not dwell in them, yee 
haue planted pleaſant vineyards, but 
yee ſhall not drinke wine of them. 
This is the miſerie of the vnmerct- 
full, they ſhall purchaſe, fo2 others to 


| inherite, they ſhall builde houſes, ſoꝛ 
| others fo dwell in, they ſhall get and 


ſcrape together, but others ſhall inior 
their hopes, and carry away the fruits 
of their labours. Nabal, that folifh 
Churle, may feruefo2 an example to 
confirme the truth of this vnto vs, 
who out of his hard, and incom⸗ 
paſſionate heart denyed his bzead, 
his water, and his fleſh to David and 


abal 
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Nabal did ſheare his ſhepe,but he ne⸗ 
uer liued toſ:1! his woll; he made a 
great feaſt, but hee neuer digeſted his 
meate: foꝛ he became as a ſtone, and 
dyed in tenne dayes after. Do ſhal the 
hopes of all the vnmercifull bee kru⸗ 
ſtrate, and thev ſhall not be partakers 
of their withed defires,but leaue their 
labours fo} others to iniov. 

Now, if the ſinne of vnmercifulnes 
did onely pꝛouoke God to inflict pꝛi⸗ 
uate and particular punihments vp⸗ 
on men, it were the moꝛe to bee bome 
withall : but inderd it p:ocureth the 
ficrce wzath of God, and his hcauy 
iudgements vpon a whole land, and a⸗ 


gainſt a people oꝛ nation in generall: pi 
Foꝛ ſo the Loꝛd hath thꝛeatned by his 


Pꝛophet, Heare this, ye that ſwallow

Do that, vnmercifull men do not onely

Then they ſhall pay deare fo2 all 
ſhat ſhey have gotten by oppꝛeſſid and 
w:ong, and by hard and vnmercilull 
dealing. hen ſhall they haue as much

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and as little comfozt , as euer thev had 
mercie: depart they muſt from the 
pꝛeſence and fauour of God fo2 euer⸗ 
moꝛe. It vnmerciful and vncharitable 
perſons would but think of ſuch a day, 
of ſuch a ſpeech, of ach a departure, and 
of ſucha fixe, they would diſtribute and 
giue to the poꝛe, they would make

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you might haply ſay vnto mee, UWier 
had not knowne what this ſin meant, | 
if you had not taught vs. Thereſoꝛe 
Solo would not make any law againſt 
parricide, left, whiles he went about 
to rep2efſe it bylaw, hee ſhould teach 
it rather. So if J ſhould lay open this 
ſinne at large, J ſhould rather teach 
the woꝛld it, then doe any thing elſe. 3 
will therefoze paſſe it ouer in ſilence, 
as not woꝛthy once to be named. 
Thus haue we heard the deſtructien 
of Sodom, and the ſinnes of Sodom, 
which were the cauſe of her deſtructi⸗ 
on: and now it remaines, that wee | 
compar? the ſ.mes of Sodom, and the | 
ſinnes of England together : Foz, if 
we fmd our ſins to be as great as the 
es of Sodom, we haue iuſt cauſe to 
ett ſome ſuch like fearefull iudge⸗ 


ment to bee inflicted vpon vs, as was 
vpon that Citie, prople, and tccuntrie. 
And prſt concerning the ſin of pꝛide, 
it is notoꝛious, chat we of England are 
no whit infcricur to thoſe of Scdem 
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f in this ſme : Foz, whether we conſts 
der pꝛide, as it is the botch of Nobily 
tie æ Honour, oꝛ the lepꝛoſte of riches, 
82 the bile of apparell, oꝛ the ſcourge of 
authoutie, oꝛ the madnes of building, 
oꝛ the bane of god learning, certayne 
it is, that pꝛide was neuer at ſuch an 
height, as it is amongſt vs in this age. 
The Noble man will not be repꝛoued, 
the rich man muſt not be mated, v gay 
coate muſt be honoꝛed, authozity will 
not peelde, ſumptuous building muſk 
| {wke ouer the whole country, and lear⸗ 
ning makes vs ſwell aboue the banks 
ok modefty and ſob2iety : Bo enery 
one thinks better of himlelfe then of 
others, and euery one inthe height of 
their pꝛide (cometh another: and here- 
vpon comes thoſe diſſenſions, oppoſi⸗ 
tions, contentions, dunſfans, enup Fx 
emulation amongſt vs: foꝛ as Debo- 
rah ſung of Ruben, ſo may we ſing of 
| our ſelaes, The diunſtons of England 
are great thoughts of heart. Alke the 
me country Farmer, wherebpon it 

9 3 is, 
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is, that ſuch vnreaſonable fines are 
exatted of him, why his rents are (0 
rackt and enhaunſt , and hee will tell 
thee, it is to maintaine the pꝛide of his 
Land-lo2d r Land- lady. Moſpitalitie, 
charitie, patience, humilitie, + almoſt 
all vertue bothdiuine and mozall, are 
by pꝛide exiled and baniſhed thts land. 
The ſubiect is like the P2ince,theſer- 
uant like the maſter, the maid like the 
miſlreffe ; and ſuch a confuſton and 
diſoꝛder hath pꝛide bꝛought into this 
land, that euerp one hath foꝛgottẽ their 
duetie, calling and condition. The fas 
ces of the Clders are not had in honoꝛ, 
that ancient reuerence, which ſome⸗ 
time was giuen to the ſacred calling of 
the Clergie, pzidehathnow turned in⸗ 
to great contempt, dcuotion is ſcoꝛned, 
we giue nothing, foꝛ pꝛide perſwades 
vs, that all is to little fo2 our ſelves, 
We fo2gine nothing: fez our pꝛide ſtill 
p2ouokes vs to crueltie and rcuenge. 
That humble, homely habite, which 
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kings in fozmcr times haue * * 
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their apparell, is now of er euery baſe 
bnthaift and pzodigall companion ſcoꝛ⸗ 


ſtutles, both faz wafe and wozkeman⸗ 
ſhip,which ancient times delighted in, 
are naw turned into veluets and ſilks 
of molt ſtrange and helliſh denices. 
The pꝛide and pꝛokuſion in apparell, 
together with the faſhions and inuen⸗ 
tions which are vſuall in England, 
were not once heard of in Sodom, in 
the day of her iniquitie. Dur women, 
as ſone as they riſe, put on a Pedlers 
pack vpon their backs, they paint their

Church in the time of Saint Ambroſe 
condenmed p Jouianiſts fo2 heretikes,

And although 
in fo2mer times, the time of Lent was 
app2oned and commaunded by nine ſe⸗

[ But what doe J ſpeake ol faſting, ſc- 
ing our ſoules abhozre it, and in ſtead 
thereof haue intertained feaſting, in 
which we ſhew our ſelues to bee Gen⸗ 
tiles rather then Chꝛiſtians: Dur 
feaſts are the feaſts ol Sodom, and we 
imitate that villainous Emperoz Vi- 
tellius, in his inſatiable gluttonv, of 
whom we read, that at one Supper he 
jad pꝛepared fo2 him 2000. ſundzy 
ſoꝛts of fiſh, and 7 ooo. ſoꝛts of Fowle. 
So the multitude of diſhes, and the va- 
rietie of ſeruices, is our gloꝛie at our 
feaſts. And whereas one wod doeth 
peeld ſufficient ſuſfenance foꝛ many 
Elephants, the earth, the avꝛe, the ſea 
will hardly miniſter pꝛouiſion fo2 one 
of our feaſts: but till we ſap, Ne are

there re was fomtimes an age of giuing, 
tlending:but now our pꝛide, our couc- 
touſneſle, our ſelfe-loue, perſwade vs, 
that all is tolitle foꝛ our ſelues; e ther- 
foꝛe this modern age neither giues no: 
lends; It may be, when we dye, then 
we will and bequeath, but as long as 
weliue, we kerpe and hold faſt. And 
ſurelp, if the moſt charitable man that 
liues in this age, would but compare 
that which he giues to the poꝛe, with 
that he ſpends and beſtowes idly,vain- 
| ly, and vponhis pleaſures, he himſclfe 
would cry ſhame vpon his charity. 
The crying and complayning of the 
po2e in our ſfreets, doth witneſle a- 
gainſt vs, that we do not ſtrengthen ỹ 
hand ofthe poꝛe.

were not heard of in Sodom; fo2 of

Foz as 
it were an vnnaturall thing in the bo⸗ 
dp, if one member ſhould dzaw vnto it 
all the blod and nouriſhment, which

thened and pꝛeſerued withal; ſo is that 
| man an vnnaturall member in the po⸗ 
litike body of the Common-wealth, 
which by engroſling, fozeffalling, and 
regrating, doth get into his hands any 
tommoditie to inrichhimſelte, without 
due reſpect al the god of others. The 
ciuill law doth condemne theſe kind of 
men, as moſt permcions and hurtfull 
to the State where they line, £ how 

_ koze 
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foe all their gods arc by the cull 
law confiſcate,and they themſelnes foꝛ 
ener baniſhed : and the Pagiſtrate 
which did conmue and winke at ſach 
perſons, was to loſe fifty pounds, foz2 
ſuffering ſuch perſons to pꝛactiſe ſuch 
vnlawfull meanes to enrich them- 
ſeluss by. And all Diuines doe hold, 
that Monopolies are directly againſt 
the eight Comandement, T hou ſhalt 
not ſteale: pꝛouing it to bee a kind of 
publike theft, And vet though nature 
abhozreit,the Ciuill law condemme it, 
t the Law of God foꝛbid it; the pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe of it is commonamongl vs at this 


dap, and many haue riſen to the height 


ok that greatnes which now they inioy, 
onely by this meanes, to the great dil⸗ 
honour of Aunighty God, contempt of 
law, bndoing of many hund2eds in 
particular,and the publike detriment 
of the Common-wealth in generall. 
| The vnmercifull vſury of sur age 
karre exceeds all that euer hath beene 


3 All ages befoꝛe vs haue 
ton⸗ 
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condemned it it fo a ſmne, but we haue 
thoſe in this age, that dare vndertake 


to defend it to be no ſine. Uſury hath 


alwapes dzawne her name from by⸗ 
ting: but now ſhee may well haue her 
name of deuouring; fo2 vſury, as it 
is pꝛactiſed amongſt vs, doch not only 
bite, but deuoure. The Uſurer in time 
paſt was excommunitated, as a man 
not wozthy of the ſociety and commu- 


nion of Saints; hee was dep2tued of 


Chaiſtian buriall, as though hee were 
not wozthy to lye in the earth, but in 
hell; he was not permitted to make a 


will at his death, as though his gods 


were not his owne : but now they are 
accounted wozthy ofthe beſt companp, 
our Churches are pꝛofaned with their 
ſepulchꝛes, and their wils and Teſta⸗ 
ments haue as god appꝛobation, as 
theirs, who haue gotten their gods 
molt truely and vpꝛightly. Thus we 
doe not onely defend the ſame which 
our foꝛefathers haue condemned, but

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Thus are wee vnmercifull in giuing, 
bnmercifull in fozgiuing, vumercifull 
in lending, vumercifull in paying, vn⸗ 
mercifull in buying and ſelling: ſo that 
it may iuſlly be ſaid of vs, which was 
ſaid of the Sodomites , They ſtreng⸗ 
then not the hand ofthe poꝛe t needy. 
Thus haue we found, by comparing 
our ſinnes with the ſinnes of Sodom, 
that wee are nothing behind them in 
our ſumes; it we exceed them not, wee 
are ſarely equall with them. It is ſaid 
of the ſmnes of Sodom, that they cryed 
in the eares of the Loꝛd:and ſurelp our 
ſinnes are as ſaucy and impudent, as 
euer were theirs ; and if theirs cryed, 
ours are not tongue - tide, J warrant 
yon: we reach home to them with our 
wickedneſſe, The ſinnes of Sodom 
were growne to their full height, 4 ſo 
are ours. Foz it is impoſſible, that a- 
ny man oꝛ woma in theſe dayes,ſhould 
adde any thing to the ſas which they 
pꝛactiſe:ſo that as ma general plague, 
it us not ſuch a maruell at theſe which 
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dye, as it is at thoſe which eſcape: ſo in 


with the wozld at this day is defiled, 
wee are not ſo much to maruell that 
| there be ſo manp bad, as that there be 
any god. Now when the ſinnes of a 
people grow to that height, that they 
come to be crying ſins, then venge-

hen the LO RD had taken 
knowledge of the cry of the ſinnes of 
Sodom, and had found their ſms to be 
acco:ding to the cry,euen the next day 
he rained fire andb2imſtone from hea- 
nen, and deſtroped them all.

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Now, that our ſinnes are at their
